Councillor Dutil has sat 
on the council for the past three 
years, his being a three year 
term, and Councillor Jenkins has 
been in office the past four years, 
starting in 1939 .to replace Coun¬ 
cillor Angelo Gentile, who resign¬ 
ed.

■Regular meeting the coun¬ 
cil was held on Monday evening. 
Present Mayor Antrobus, Coun¬ 
cillors Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, 
Ford, Jenkins and Ramsay.

1943. 

iSteve Bettinger, town dump in¬ 
spector, was present to complain 
regarding the condition of the 
dump. He blamed H. Maslen for 
starting to dump in the wrong 
place. Despite his directions and 
warnings bo others he had been 
ignored and instead had received 
abuse. He stated the condition of 
the dump was terrible. Council 
will warn all users of the town 
dump that they must abide .by the 
directions of Mr. Bettinger in 
future. Failure to do so will re- 
suflf in the police paying them a 
visit. 

Mr. DeKlyn was present to in¬ 
form council that he had given 
consideration towards making ap¬ 
plication for the ash removal job 
but found he would be unable to 
handle it satisfactorily. 

Mike Androshak and son were 
present to obtain facts and fig¬ 
ures pertaining to ash collections. 
Following some explanations by. 
a few councillors it was agreed 
that he contact Works & Property 
committee chairman W. Dutil on 
the matter on Tuesday afternoon. 

Two letters were received from 
recipients of Christmas hampers 
thanking council for same. 

The Salvation Amy sent a let¬ 
ter of thanks for the $10 grant 
to aid in building the new hos¬ 
pital wing at <}algary. 

Council now have a clear cut 
unders tanding regarding the 
Workmen's Compensation Board 
as against the Old Age Pension. 
A letter was received from the 
Board in answer to a question 
asked by council. It read: “We 
wish to advise that a workman 
in receipt of a pension for per- 


s manent disability from the Work¬ 
man’s Compensation Board, is 
paid the pension that has been 
awarded without regard to his 
eligibility Bor Old Age pension.” 
A letter has now been sent to 
Lhe Old Age Pension Board ask¬ 
ing it to clear up some points the 
council is doubtful about. 

Town Solicitor Sam Blannan 
was present and stated that be¬ 
fore the title deeds to Dave Gil¬ 
lespie’s lot on Fifth street could 
be rectified it would be necessary 
to get a qualified government 
surveyor to deal with the matter. 
Such a man usually visits this 
district each spring. Mr. Bannan 
will write Mr. Gillespie explain¬ 
ing the matter to him. 

A letter was received from the 
school board informing council 
that two vacancies would occur 1 on 
the Board at the end of present 
term. 

Two Old Age pension applica¬ 
tions were received. Council will 
recommem. that the elderly 
couple be given the pension. 

The insurance premium on the 
nnk expires Jan. 26, ’44. The pres¬ 
ent poli<y is for $3,800, the prem¬ 
ium being for $74 some odd cents. 
It was agreed to renew that pol¬ 
icy. A suggestion to boost the 
insurance on the arena caused a 
debate. Those in favor of increas¬ 
ed insurance won their point 
when Mayor Antrobus broke a 
3-3 vote in favor of boosting the 
insurance another $1,200. This 
makes $5,000 carried on the build¬ 
ing, The policy will be paid by 
council who will in turn invoice 
the Sports’ Association. 

A. Balloch was appointed re¬ 
turning officer for the next muni¬ 
cipal elections. 

Police Chief Antle submitted 
his police report for 1943. It dealt 
with numerous cases and convic¬ 
tions, amount of fines, etc. 

The Municipal inspector’s re¬ 
port was received. It revealed 
that office books were up-to-date 
and all money accounted for. On 
the whole it was a most excellent 
leport. 

Mayor Antrobus stated that 
the new and larger honor roll 
was expected from Ottawa short¬ 
ly.

Winter Feed For Sheep 

Proper Nutrition Plays A Very 
Important Part In Wool 
Production 

The war demand for still more wool 
brings into prominence the fact that 
the winter feeding of roughage to 
sheep constitutes a problem in the 
production of high quality wool. 
Proper nutrition plays an important 
part in wool production. Half- 
starved sheep cannot produce wool in 
quantity, or quality, because the in¬ 
crease in the amount of wool is the 
result of a. combination of factors. 
The most important factor is plenty 
of good feed. When proper feed is 
lacking a short weak fibre is pi 
duced and the value of the wool 
decreased by at least two cents 
pound. 

The proper feeding of roughage 
necessitates a proper manner of 
feeding it, which in turn demands 
the greatest care on the part of the 
shepherd to produce racks of suit-

Estimates Of 
Future Needs 


set up, and at a conference held in Atlantic City not long ago, the prob¬ 
able needs of these people, and the means of securing relief for them, were 
discussed. It is apparent that there will be need of close international 
co-operation in the gigantic task, and as a great food producing nation 
Canada will be in a position to contribute much toward the relief of those 
countries where appalling conditions of famine and disease now prevail. 

Some interesting facts relating to the estimated re¬ 
quirements for relief for the occupied countries of 
Europe during the six months following the end of 
i contained in a report which was sub¬ 
mitted by the Inter-Allied Committee on Post-War Requirements to the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration conference. This 
Inter-Allied Committee sits in London, and the figures in its report were 
based on the opinions of experts from France, Holland, Greece, Belgium 
and the other Occupied Countries. It is estimated that Europe's minimum 
need for food, raw materials and other necessities during the first six 
month period will be 45,855,000 tons. This does not include the needs of 
Russia or of neutral or enemy countries. The goods to be imported will 
require 23,485,000 tons of shipping space, which is a little more than the 
total shipping space available to Great Britain and the Dominions in 1939. 
Shipments would be made up of 89,000 tons of drugs and medical supplies, 
7,332,000 tons of food, 1,150,000 tons of coal and coke for domestic and 
industrial purposes, and 9,462,000 tons of base metals and materials for 
construction work. 


European Death 
Rate Is Rising 


These estimated needs for foodstuffs were 
based on the minimum nutrition requirement, 
which is 2,000 calories per day for each man, 
woman and child. At present the diet in these 
countries is far below this requirement. In Norway it is thought that the 
present diet may yield 1,440 calories, in many parts of France it is 
to be less than that, and in Poland the general diet does not contain more 
than 500 to 700' calories, according to a recent report released on this 
subject by the International Labor Office. This same report tells of the 
wide prevalence of tuberculosis and other contagious diseases in occupied 
Europe and of rising death rates. It is apparent that many of the most com¬ 
plex post-war problems will be in connection with the relief and rehabilita¬ 
tion of Europe, and much will depend upon the way in which it is ap¬ 
proached. The report of the Inter-Allied Committee draws attention to this 
fact, and concludes by pointing out that “The provision of relief and rehabili¬ 
tation will be a test of the capacity of the United Nations to rebuild a more 
prosperous world and realize the most pressing of the four Freedoms, 
“Freedom from Want,” in their territories.”

How a soldier’s voice lived on the 
airways for months after he was re¬ 
ported dead was told at Halifax by a 
brother, Bert Pancoe of Winnipeg, a 
telegrapher in the Royal Canadian 
Navy. 

Pte. Michael W. Pancoe was one 
of the Canadian soldiers who went 
to Hong Kong just before the gar¬ 
rison fell to the Japanese at Christ¬ 
mas time, 1941. 

Last August his family had a letter 
from his doctor saying he had died 
from beri beri, and a short while 
later official confirmation of his death 
came from Ottawa. But for months 
afterwards people in different parts 
of the world heard his voice on the 
radio—the last time in Australia last 
month, his brother said. 

“Hello, mum,” said the voice of 
the dead soldier, then came a few 
words of greeting and his name and 
address. 

The Japs had made a recording of 
his message to the people bazk home, 
and after his death continued to 
broadcast it for some reason, said 
the brother.

Food Values 

List Of The Nutritional Merit Of 
Different Vegetables 

Graded as sources of vitamins A 
and C and iron and calcium, vege¬ 
tables, cooked or raw according to 
customary usage, ■ftere arranged in 
the following order of merit as pro¬ 
tective foods at the recent meeting 
the Nutritional Panel of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, Lon¬ 
don, Eng. First came the green 
vegetables, broccoli tops, watercress, 
mustard and cress, brussels sprouts, 
and spinach, rich .in carotene, and 
very rich in Vitamin C, and contain¬ 
ing useful contributions of iron and 
calcium, although it was doubtful 
whether the calcium in the spinach 
was utilizable. 

Next came cabbage and cauliflower 
which still contained substantial 
amounts of vitamin C but neglible 
quantities of carotene. In green vege¬ 
tables, carotene is associated with 
greenness. When the heart of a cab¬ 
bage is blanched, it thereby forfeits 
its rank in the highest class of pro¬ 
tective vegetables. 

Tomato and lettuce fell in the mid¬ 
dle of the list. They contained more 
carotene but much less vitamin C. 

Vegetables with only one-fifth of 
concentration of green were 
placed at the bottom of the list, 
namely, turnips, green peas, radish, 
leeks, parsnips, string beans, and 
onions.

If ^Germany Pays Reparations She 
Cannot Launch Armament 
Program 

Wilhelm Morgenstierne, Norwegian 
ambassador to the United States, 
told a press conference that Germany 
should be forced to pay "as far as 
possible" for war damage, with a 
view to blocking her rearmament for 
a third world war. He explained it 
was not a matter of getting revenge, 
but the dictates of experience follow¬ 
ing the First World War. He point¬ 
ed out that within a few years after 
Germany had ceased paying repara- 
ions, she had launched a large-scale 
armament program which made pos¬ 
sible her attacks on other countries.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 

Workers For Red Cross Required 

Citizens who are prepared to give active support 
as well as moral support are badly needed by the lo¬ 
cal branch of the Canadian Red Cross. Attendance 
at the regular meetings has dwindled to a steady 
half dozen supporters. The work room committees 
are desperately in need of workers who will take ma¬ 
terial home and knit sweaters, socks, etc. 

There are scores of local women, young and old, 
who could, if they desired, give helpful and much ap¬ 
preciated aid to the local Red Cross. The invasion of 
Europe from the west is expected from day to day. 
Imagine the havoc that will be wrought in France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, when the Allied big guns 
start spewing forth shells of all calibres; think of 
the distress of these helpless victims of war. They 
will need clothing, and lots of it. Some of that cloth¬ 
ing can be made ready right here in Coleman if more 
Coleman ladies would pick up more knitting needles 
and sewing needles in the Red Cross’ behalf. Much 
material has been sent from this poiint, but much 
more can be sent with additional help. 

Ladies, there is many an hour in the evenings 
when you really have nothing important to do. Why 
not turn those idle hours into knitting clothing for 
war victims. It’s work from which you will gain 
much satisfaction. Ask the Red Cross for material 
and instructions on what garments are required at 
the moment. 

Local Post-War Planning 

We have all read on occasion the post-war plans 
of the federal and provincial governments, as well 
as the councils of cities such as Calgary and Leth¬ 
bridge. These governments are in a position to spend 
anywhere from a million dollars up to hundreds of 
millions. 

Coleman is far from being in that class, but there 
is no need for it not to have a few thousands of dol¬ 
lars available for post-war planning. For instance, 
the question of laying concrete sidewalks through¬ 
out toWh is worthy of consideration. 

However, what we would like to suggest, is that 
the council set up a committee to study town plan¬ 
ning, which could be incorporated into a key plan 
for local post-war improvements. 

Then there is the matter of a tourist camp that 
might be built here. There is little doubt that once 
the war is over and conditions come back to normal 
there is going to be a terrific upswing in the tourist' 
trade. It is reasonable to suppose that a hard-surfac¬ 
ed highway will soon wend its way through this dis¬ 
trict and connect with British Columbia. It will have 
the tendency to encoui/age tourists through the sce¬ 
nic Crows’ Nest Pass. If we had a post-war planning- 
committee securing data on a number of improve 
ments it would be to the town’s advantage. What 
we would like to see is a beautiful tourist camp here. 
One and two-room buildings, with light and water 
service; the building painted in a light color to blend 
with red-shale roadways and healthy lawns sur¬ 
rounding the camp. The tourists would naturally 
pay for the accommodation at the camp and one or 
two elderly town employees could look after it dur¬ 
ing the summer months. To encourage tourists to 
stop over here also has the added benefit of giving 
the town business which it would not otherwise re¬ 
ceive. 

Ash Collection Through Taxation 

Judging from debate at the council meeting it is 
practically agreed that the ash and garbage fee col¬ 
lections will, in future, be collected through taxa¬ 
tion. 

This is a wise move and one that will be heartily 
concurred in by the public as a whole. An example of 
this has been shown in the number of citizens who 
voiced agreement with a similar suggestion in our 
editorial of last week. • 

By the end of this week it is expected that final 
agreement will have been reached in the manner in 
which ashes will be collected and paid for. The coun¬ 
cil are now counting all houses in the incorporated 
area of the town in order that they will have official 
figures to work on. The ashman will be given a stip¬ 
ulated amount each year, broken down into monthly 
cheques, which will be both fair to the public for 
services rendered and fair to the ashman, who must 
pay wages and maintain the upkeep of a truck. 

Once it becomes official that ash fees will be col¬ 
lected through taxation, the landlord and tenant will 
have to co-operate by having the ash fee added to 
the rent. 

Mildest Winter on Record 

Can any citizen remember a winter in the past to 
compare with the winter we are experiencing at the 
present time? We have asked-several local old tim¬ 
ers, but not one is able to recall a winter to compare 
with this. The old time winters used to consist of 
one blizzard after another, with several feet of snow 
making its annual appearance about the first of No¬ 
vember. Certainly, we have no complaint with this 
winter, despite the strong winds which prevail al¬ 
most daily.

C. P. R. Sends Scrap to War in Building Marine Engines 



D iscards, which had done a 
big war job already before 
they were Considered ready for 
the scrap heap, were resurrected 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company at its Angus Shops in 
Montreal to make the improved 
grinder, pictured above, for 
grinding the radial contour of 
motion links for main marine 
engines, one of the war contracts 
on which the C.P.R. is engaged. 

At the big shops, which are 
under the direction of H. B. 
Bowen, chief of motive power 
and rolling stock, and where H. 
R. Naylor is works manager, it 
was John A. Hope, shops engi¬ 
neer, who conceived the idea for 


the machine which has eliminated 
many hours of labor required to 
draw file and scrape the radial 
surfaces. The motion links must 
be finished to meet the high 
standards and close tolerances de¬ 
manded by the Royal Canadian 
Navy for engines in its escort 
service. 

The entire machine was made 
of discarded material, as shown 
in the labels on the different 
parts in this picture. The main 
base was a discarded iron cast¬ 
ing originally made at Angus 
Shops for an erection jig for the 
more than 1,400 Valentine tanks 
which were built there for ser¬ 
vice in Russia on an earlier 


C.P.R. war contract. Other of the 
discards include the connecting 
rod of a locomotive, back in ser¬ 
vice now as the radial arm of the 
grinder after once earning retire¬ 
ment with a record of many thou¬ 
sand ton miles of freight to its 
credit. 

So it went through the entire 
list of materials put oack to work 
in this important war job with 
an old style motor, a discarded 
grinder frame and even balance 
weights from a furnace door 
being utilized in the machine 
which saves precious hours in the 
production of marine engine 
power for the hulls being fabri¬ 
cated in Canadian shipyards.

' Mrs. J. W. 
Gresham Passed 
Away 

Death claimed one more old-time 
resident of the Crows’ Nest Pass on 
Saturday, January 8th, in the person 
of Mrs. Bertha Gresham, beloved 
wife of Magistrate J, W. Gresham, at 
Blairmore. 

Mrs. Gresham had been in ill 
health for a long time, and her death, 
while expected, caused a great sense 
of loss to a community that knew and 
respected her greatly. 

Mrs. Gresham came to Canada from 
London, England, in 1908, to join her 
husband, then a resident of what was 
known as McLaren's Mill, at a time 
when very little was known of what 
is now the town of Blairmore.

Labor Supply 
In the Coal 
Mining Industry 

> Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, minister 
i ol' labor, announces that a net in- 
i crease of 3,122 workers was reported 
| by coal mines throughout Canada from 
; June 1st to November 30th, 1943. Of 

the total, 1,100 were added by mines 
I in the Maritimes, 1,832 on the prair¬ 
ies and 190 in British Columbia. 

Most of the net addition, the min¬ 
ister explained, followed from three 
main sources: first, the compulsory 
* return of ex-coal mine workers to the 
i industry under Selective Service; sec- 
r ond, the voluntary return on leave of 
s skilled miners from the armed for- 
6 ces (who hgve co-operated by grant¬ 
ing leave to experienced coal min¬ 
ers); and third; the recruitment 
f through the Selective Service offices 

> of other workers, mainly unskilled. 
3 Also, just recently on the prairies 
r there has been a return for the win- 
i ter months of some farmers who 

work seasonally at coal mining dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

Mr. Mitchell pointed out that a 
governing factor in building up the 
r stall's of the mines is the shortage 
| of "producers.” Coal mining is a 
skilled occupation, which normally re- 
. quires an extended apprenticeship, 
; and while Selective Service could pro- 
n vide additional workers, they are un¬ 
skilled, and can be* absorbed only by 
n the mines in proportion to the num- 
n ber of additional skilled producers 
e who are located. The shortage of 
« skilled producers is still rather acute, 
i- particularly in the Maritime Prov- 
inces and on Vancouver Island, 
d Of the net addition of 3,122 to the 
stall's of the coal mining companies, 
■]. 1,033 were skilled producers, 1,371 
d were other underground workers 
I. (mostly semi-skilled) and 718 were 
surface workers, most of whom are 


unskilled. 

The net additions brought the to 
tal employed in Canadian coal mines 
at November 30th last to 27,986, com¬ 
pared with 24,864 as June 1st last. 
The net addition at November 30th 
compared to a year before was about 
3,000. 

“While the coal shortage which was 
foreseen last May when the govern¬ 
ment declared labor supply for the I 
coal mints to be a national emergen- j 
cy,” said Mr. Mitchell, “has not been! 
obviated completely, the outlook has 
improved. Production of Canadian 
coal from April to November (in-1 
elusive) stands at 11,253,000 tons, 
compared to a total approximately 
600,000 tons greater in the same 
months of 1942, But for the net ad¬ 
ditions £o working forces, the falling 
off in production would have been 
much more substantial. However, 
with these net additions, it is antici¬ 
pated that production in the immedi¬ 
ate future will stand better by com¬ 
parison with a year before.” 

The minister of labor said that oth¬ 
er factors, in addition to the number 
of workers available, influence the 
output of coal in Canadian mines. 
The nature of the workings, trans¬ 
portation facilities and the availabil¬ 
ity of supplies all have their influ¬ 
ence. He added that Natonal Selective 
Service still has the problem under 
constant study, with a view to main¬ 
taining the number of workers who 
can be absorbed. However, under 
the orders in council of May last, 
practically every ex-coal mine worker 
who is physically fit and who was 
engaged in any other industry, has 
now been returned to the mines. The 
leaving of the mines simply for the 
purpose of seeking alternative em¬ 
ployment has been virtually stopped. 
Greater stability of mine working 
staffs may be expected in the future.

Airway Plan 

Western Canada Shows Enthusiasm 
For New Airports 

C. R. Patterson, president of the 
Aeronautical Institute of Canada, 
said in an interview in Toronto that 
the provinces and principal cities of 
Western Canada have shown en¬ 
thusiasm for a plan to establish 400 
new airports and landing strips 
across the Dominion, capable of em¬ 
ploying 20,000 to 25,000 demobilized 
R.C.A.F. personnel after the war. 

Home from a tour of the Cana- [ 
dian West, Mr. Patterson said the j 
plan, projected by the Aeronautical j 
Institute and the National Industrial j 
Federation, was favored by 22 com- j 
munities from Winnipeg to Victoria j 
and by provincial officials of Saskat- i 
chewan and Manitoba. 

Mr. Patterson said the Aeronauti- j 
cal Institute believes between 50,000 1 
and 60,000 members of the R.C.A.F. 
will seek employment in postwar! 
Canadian flying. He said the air¬ 
port development plan and resulting 
growth of feeder lines would give 
work to 20,000 to 25,000 men. 

Had Great Career 

Late Sir Dudley Pound Was Most ^ 
Efficient Naval Offioer 

The late Admiral of the Fleet Sir 
Dudley Pound had greater experi¬ 
ence Qf naval affairs afloat and 
ashore in war and in peace than any 
other officer on the active list of 
the Royal Navy, states the London 
Daily Sketch. In the last war he 
was second in command of the bat¬ 
tleship St. Vincent and commanded 
the battleship Colossus at the Battle 
of Jutland. He also served at the 
Admiralty. As a Rear-Admiral he 
commanded a battle cruiser squad¬ 
ron and on promotion became Second 
Sea Lord. He was Commander-in- 
Chlef Mediterranean for a longer 
period than any other officer and was 
naval head of the Admiralty for a 
greater period than any other mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Admiralty either 
in the last war or this. Twice he 
saved the lives of men of his ships' 
companies—once by diving overboard 
and on another occasion by going 
down into a gassed potato locker. 


Join Up 

Children Evacuated From Britain 
Have Enlisted In Services In 
Dominion 

Many boys among the 2,600 chil¬ 
dren evacuated to the Dominions by 
the British government early in the 
war have joined the army, air force 
or navy of the Dominion they were 
sent to and only a "negligible per¬ 
centage" have returned to Britain. 

“Those who have joined up in the 
Dominions are giving a splendid ac¬ 
count of themselves,” said an official 
of the Children’s Overseas Recep¬ 
tion Board, the government liaison 
between parents here and foster par¬ 
ents in the Dominions. 

Used Electric Ear 

Woman Has Measured Noise Made 
By An Enraged Rattlesnake 

Although the announcement does 
not say so, it may be assumed that 
some useful purpose has bien served 
by Miss Bella McClurkin, of the Gen¬ 
eral Electric laboratories, who with 
the aid of an “electric ear” has 
measured the noise made by an en¬ 
raged rattlesnake 3 feet 7 inches 
long. She found that the noise 
amounted to 76 decibels, the equiv¬ 
alent to that made by half a dozen 
typewriters (not noiseless) in action 
or the clatter of dishes in a small 
restaurant.—New York Herald Tri¬ 
bune.

The first parable that Jesus told 
on this special day was the parable 
of the Sower who with prodigal hand 
sowed seed in four kinds of soil. In 
the interpretation of the parable,
